The second, third and fourth named firms 
absolutely and arbitrarily fix the daily 
price of silver. The first and fifth named 
firms could doubtless be members of the 
combination, but for reasons of their own 


prefer not to be bougd by its rules. They 
accede ordinarily, however, to the price as 
fixed. Representatives of these five firms 
meet every day in the office of Sharpe & 
Wilkins and at 2 p. m. give out the price 
for the day to the waiting crowd. This is 
te aphed at once to the exchanges of the 
worid. The ** is really fixed by forei 
banks whieh purchase silver and with 
which the brokers have previously been 
in consultation. 

Except for the abortive attempt by Amer- 
ican producers. a few years ago, no serious 
effort seems ever to have been made to 
resist this arbitrary rate.

THE SILYER PARTY. 


Platform Upon Which It Will Organize 
for 1896. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6:—The 
American Bimetallic League has issued a 
statement, outlining the plan for the forma- 


tion of a political party on the silver issue. 
The principal parts in 92 manifesto are: 


“The money question is how indisputably 
the dominant issue in thé United States, 
and will remain so until settled, and set- 
tled rightly. Other questions, however im- 
portant, must wait for this which, to a 
greater or less extent, involves all others. 
The issue is between the gold standard, 
gold bonds and bank currency on the one 
side and the bimetallic standard, no bonds 
and Government currency on the other. 

“On this issue we declare ourselves to 
be unalterably opposed to the single gold 
standard and demand the immediate return 
to the constitutional standard of gold ahd 
silver, by the restoration by this Govern- 
ment, independent of any foreign Power, 
of the unrestricted coinage of both silver 
and gold into standard money at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, and upon terms of exact equali- 
ty; the silver coin to be a full legal tender, 
equal with gold, for the payment of all 
debts and dues, public and private. 

“We hold that the power to control and 
regulate the paper currency is inseparable 
from the power to coin money; and hence 
that all currency intended to circulate as 
money should be issued, and its volume 
controlled, by the General Government 
only, and should be legal tender. 

“We are unalterably * to the issue 
by the United States of interest-bearing 
bonds in time of peace, and demand the 

ayment of all coin obligations of the 

nited States, as provided by existing laws 
in either gold or silver coin, at the option o 
the Government, and not at the option of 
the creditor. 

“On this issue we appeal from the dicta- 
tion of the money power to the intelligence 
and patriotism of the American peoplé.”’ 

In the address to the people of the 
country given out with the platform the fol- 
lowing occurs: 

“This great cause will never be won with- 
out united action. It will never be won 
unless those who believe in it come together 
and elect a Congress and a President on 
this issue. There is no hope whatever that 
the blican party, as a party, will 
policy, give up the gold stan- 
‘dard and restore the bimetallic standard. 
There are no grounds for such hope, and 
we believe they are deluded who look for 
such a change of policy by this party. The 
Repypblican party is committed te its 
leaders, by its record and by the 
hind it to the gold standard, supported by 
gold bonds, and to the retirement of the 
greenbacks and the surrender of the issue 
and control of paper currency to the banks. 

So persistent and effective is the control 
of the money power over the organization of 
the Democratic party that, while there is 
undoubtedly a large majority of the mem- 
bers of that party opposed to the gold stan- 
dard, they have been powerless to control 
the party organization against it, and much 
less to secure through it the restoration of 
the bimetallic standard. While this is the 
dase, it can not be expected that Republi- 
cans will abandon the convictions of a life- 
time on other questions and go into the 
Democratic party in u body, or into a wing 
of that party.

where Theresa was living at the time of 
the murder. : 

When Kensmann was in Chicago he lived 
at 274 North Wells street and later at 660 
North Wells street, and was known as Pro- 
fessor Adams edium and dealer in lot- 
tery tickets. ＋ ese facts were given Chief 
Speers by Inspector Shea of Chicago. He 
lived on Blue avenue, near Twelfth street, 
in 1889. He moved thence to Milwaukee av- 
enue near Pauline street. 


HIS LIFE IN KANSAS CITY. 
Kensmann came to Kansas City first Oc- 
tober 4, a few days before Theresa Holisch 
came here from Denver. Soon thereafter 
he opened an office in the Schutte Build- 


ing under the alias of Prof. D. Hansen, 
clairvoyant, possessed of power to reveal 
the future and tell the past.“ He also set 
himself forth im circulars as a spirit me- 
dium, a healer of all diseases and a general 
fakir. In Novémber he went to Omaha 
and with his wife engaged rooms with 
Mrs. Annie Johnson, who conducted a 
boarding-house at 1823 Cass avenue. Soon 
after they went there Kensmann left for 
Lincoln, so he alleged, to buy a tailor shop. 
That night a smell of gas was noticed, the 
door of Mrs. Kensmann’s room was broken 
open and Mrs. Kensmann found unconscious 
and nearly dead. Both gas burners in the 
room were turned half on. Doctors were 
called and the woman revived. Mrs. Kens- 
mann said that she had turned off the gas 
before retiring, and that she never used 
more than one burnerata time. Kensmann 
returned at 10 o’clock the next day. 

When Kensmann was first here he haunt- 
ed the offices of the New York Mutual Fund 
Insurance Co. to get receipts for money he 
had previously paid in Denver on the poli- 
cles of $3,000 and $1,000 on his wife’s life. 
By a clerical error the smaller policy lapsed 
and the matter was not usted until a 
few days before Mrs. Kensmann was mur- 
dered. And the erime was committed six 
weeks after they came from Omaha. 

There were many peculiar circumstances 
developed at the trial. When Mrs. Kensmann 
was found dead two handkercmefs were by 
her side, one bearing the initials “J. K., 
which stood probably for Johanna Kens- 
mann, Johanna being her Christian name, 
the other the initials T. H.,“ which corre- 
sponds with Theresa Holisch. This handker- 
chief was one of a set found in the latter 
woman’s room. In her possession was also 
found the watch and broken watchchain 
taken from the body of the murdered wom- 
an. It was proved that for ten weeks prior 
to the crime Theresa Helisch sen 
| Kensmann $10 per week, (which was applied 
on the policies aggregating 36,000 on Mrs. 
Kensmann’s life. In return she was to re- 
ceive, so it was alleged, half of the amount 
of the insurance, as Kensmann h said his 
wife would probably not live, as she had 
„heart disease.“ ee 7 

Another peculiar thing, a skein of tail- 
or’s silk was found near the body of the 
dead woman. Kensmann is a tailor. 

Theresa Holisch was indicted with Kens- 
mann for complicity in the murder, but 
when the Kensmann case failed to hold 
for first degree the woman was discharged. 
Her present whereabouts are not known.

Attorney Erwin Addresses the Jury in 
the Hayward Trial. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 6—This 
was the defense’s day in the Hayward mur- 
der trial.

Mr. Erwin began his address in a subdued 
and impressive manner, referring first to 
the length of the trial, the hardships of the 
jury and the widespread interest in the 
cage. The case had been tried, he declared, 
before two juries; theother one (pointing to 
the table) was the jury of sensationalism, 
of the dissemination of ill-investigated, half - 
digested news—the jury of destruction. The

restriction without legalization. ö 

“In examining the statutes of Missouri

Dr. Niccolis, one of the other members of 
the committee, said: 

The committee is unalterably opposed to 
anything like the licensing, legalizing or reg® 
ulating the vice. We believe, however, in 
the policy of restriction and that the restric- 
tion to a certain district will tend first of 
all to the diminution of the extent and prev- 
alence of the vice. The best way to overcome 
any evil in society is to ex it and under 
the present unrestricted plan it is scattered 
all over the city and flourishes in secret. 

We also — — that by the restriction to 
a certain locality, as far as possible, it will 
be more open to humane and philanthropic 
efforts for the rescue of the unfortunate 
clas — are its special victims. It is 
hoped hat a.reformatory will be built in or 
near that locality which will open a door of 
escape to those who wish to leave the life 
of shame. 

The law is inconsistent on this subject. 
It first makes it unlawful for any one to 
run a house of ill-fame and then recognizes 
them by restricting them to places more 
than 100 yards distant from a church or 
sechool-house. We shall follow the latter 
part and endeavor to add more restrictions.

It will not 
only give Carondelet a beautiful lake, but 
will serve to put food into the mouths of 
hungry women and children, who have suff- 
ered, heaven knows how much, through no 
fault of their own. 

The digging of this lake in Carondelet will 
serve the same end as that which the Post. 
Dispatch fostered in Forest Park last win- 
ter, with the result that the city now has 
one of the most beautiful artificial stretches 
of water in the country. Many a poor man 
is living to bless the day it was started. The 
money being used in this project is part of 
that subscribed by the people of St. Louis 
for the Forest Park Lake and is now being 
applied to its legitimate ends in again help- 
ing the city’s deserving poor.

THE BRIGHTENING BUSINESS OUTLOOK. | 

The spring season of the Wholesale 
merchants is at its height and there ts 
bod reason to anticipate an advance 
over the exceptional record of the St. 
Louis jobbers last fall. The city ie full 
ot buyers and the clerks of the wholesale 
establishments are working under high 
pressure to fill orders. 

The activity of the jobbing trade is 
the forerunner of activity in all lines of 
business. The recently published reports 
of the Fall River mills indicate that the 
manufacturers are feeling the effect of 
reviving trade. The books of the mills 
show substantial gains in output and in 
profits. The. returns of the rallroads 
show a marked increase of traffic, and 
this is a certain index of renewed pros- 
perity in all branches of industry and 
commerce. 

‘The conditions are favorable for a re- 
vival of business activity. Congress has 
adjourned and business is relieved from 
fear of disturbance from that quarter. 

The revenues of the Government are 
steadily increasing and will soon be suff 
cient to meet all the demands on the 
Treasury. The deficiency last month was 
less than One-half the average deficiency 
of the first seven months of the fiscal 
year.

‘BIMETALLISM'S BRIGHT. PROSPECTS. 


The indications are that the worid- 
wide raid of the gold monometallists 
against silver has been fought to a stand- 
still. 

This preconcerted raid began when the 
Franco-German war of 1870 ended in a 
victory for Germany. Bleichroder and 
other German bankers made Bismarck 
believe that by demonetizing silver he 
could strike a deadlier blow at France, 
country of the 
world, than was inflicted even by the 
fine of three milliards. In no way can 
the prosperity of a country be’ so effect- 
ually crippled as by disorganizing its cur- 
rency. It was confidently believed by 
the c&pitalist éonspiracy that to avold 


.| currency chaos Franc® would be driven 


to abandon silver. 

The scheme was practically successful. 
Germany adopted the single gold stan- 
dard and France was compelled to close 
her mints to the free coinage of silver. 
Italy, Belgium end Switzerland joined 
France in the suspension of silver coin- 
age. Thus a large part of Europe was 
committed to the use of gold only as the 
basis of a credit currency controlled by 
the banks of issue. 

Then the scene of operations was trans- 
ferred to this country. In 1878 the act 
demonetizing silver was passed, if not 
surreptitiously, at least without attract- 
ing the attention of the people. On both 
continents the leading commercial na- 
tions were committed, without compre- 
hending it, to gold monometallism. 

The consequences soon began to make 
themselves felt. Gold rapidly appreci- 
ated in value as the demand for it in- 
creased. Every other commodity, in- 


+ cluding silver, wheat, corn, flour, cotton, 


iron, manufactured goods, farming lands, 
as rapidly declined in relative value. 
As money became scarce and costlier 
every debt to be paid in money became 
more burdensome and more difficult to 
pay. If in 1873 Congress had passed a 
law declaring that every man who owed 


{$1,000 should pay $2,000 ft would not have 


inflicted a greater harfiship on the debter 
‘class in this country—on the West, for 
example—than it did one it demonetized 
uvex. 

And the same effects were world-wide. 
The period of aggressive gold monomet- 
allism has been a period of unexampled 
commercial disaster and popular dis- 
tress in Europe and fn India as 
well as in America. The creditor 
class has enjoyed great and growing 
prosperity. The debtor class has 
gunk into impoverishment, the struggle 
for existence becoming ever harder, while 
‘the less capable and fortunate have 
swelled the armits of tramps and paupers 
to dimensions previously undreamed of. 

During all this time, in both Europe 
and America, a systematic, remorseless, 
untiring campaign—a campaign of which 
panics and Treasury raids have been a 
carefully planned part—has been carried 
on to discredit silver and to fix perma- 
nently upon the trading nations the sin- 
gle gold standard. 

And it came very near succeeding. 
Den yet the people do not realize what 
@ narrow escape they had at the recent 
session of Congress. There was a time 
when success seemed assured—when it 
looked as if the country would yield or 
be throttied—and the Wall street organs, 
like the New York Evening Post, could 
not restrain their paeans of jubilation. 
The conspiracy was thwarted, however,

City Counselor Marshall said he did not 
think the rules of the Clearing-house were 
A violation of, the anti-trust laws. “If the 
Clearing-h use Association is a chartered 
institution,” he said, “of course its charter 
is subject to construction by the courts. 
If the courts found that its charter privi- 
leges and powers had been exceeded, natur- 

ally the rule would not be enforceable. 
Banks could violate the rule and not fear 
expulsion, If the association is a voluntary 
exchange, the act of each bank in making 
these charges for outside collections and 
New York exchange, is a voluntary act. It 
alone is responsible for what it does. The 
fact that other banks refused to do certain 
business with the bank in question, that is, 
exchange checks at a certain common meet- 
ing place, unless it made the same charges 
for collections, etc., would not affect the 
voluntary nature of the decision of each
